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REMARKS 

Amendments to the Specification 

Applicants respectfully request that the foregoing amendments be made prior to 
examination of the present application on the merits. 

The amendments to the specification are to insert priority information into the 
specification. Thus, these amendments introduce no new matter. 

Response to Election of Species Requirement 

hi response to the Election of Species Requirement dated April 28, 2010, Applicants elect 
the species set forth in Species I, Figures 1-2. 

Claims 1-10 and 12-15 read on the elected species. 
This election is made with traverse. 

Applicants submit that the species identified in the Office Action are linked as to form a 
single inventive concept. Specifically, all the species identified in the Office Action fulfill the 
same function. The species as shown in the Figures show different embodiments to fix the 
spacer elements along which the thrums are guided on a rod. The function of the spacer 
elements is to guide the thrums of the knitted net to a distance between the thrums different to 
the distance while knitting to achieve a winding width which is different to the width of the 
knitting. Therefore, since the function of the spacer elements of all species is the same, the 
species are linked in such a way that they form a single general inventive concept. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the 
election of species requirement and that all of the species identified in the Office Action be 
examined together. 
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Applicants believe that the claims are in condition for allowance and respectfully request 
allowance thereof.
